It is new learned 
that what the State Department tried 
to accomplish was not the negotiation 
_ of a new treaty, but rather a protocol 
to the existing one.

‘The Chicago “Tribune.” 
CHICAGO, July 28.—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) “Haywood, the secretary of 
the Western Federation of Miners, has 
been acquitted. Moyer, the president, 
and Pet ne, a committeeman, are 
‘yet to be tried. The verdict will be in | 
the nature of a surprise to the many 
who had anticipated a disagreement. 
“The first ballot showed that a ma- 
ty of the jurors did not believe that 
hard’s testimony was sufficiently 
corroborated to justify them in accept- 
ing it.

The pre- 
siding judge had told the jurors in in- 
structions which were eminently satis-

NEGRO KILLED, 
THEN HANGED.

CRISFIELD (Md4.) July 28.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) James Reid, a negro 
who last night shot and killed Police- 
man John Daugherty, was captured 
today. 

He was taken away from the police 
by a mob and beaten to death, and 
his lifeless body then was strung up 
to a telegraph pole. 

All morning the corpse swung back 
and forth while thousands watched it. 
This afternoon it was cut down by 
the Coroner's jury. All the negro resi- 
dents of Crisfield are in hiding and 
great excitement prevaiis. 

The murder of the policeman was 
particularly cowardly. With another 
policeman Daugherty -went into the 
pegro\ district 


last night to ar- 
‘rest violator of the local 
option law.

théir way to the jail when Reid slipped 
up and shot Daugherty in the brain. 
Daugherty dropped dead. His assaii- 
ant broke for a crowd. Daugherty’s 
companion attempted to shovt, but 
could not because of the crewd.

HAYWOOD ACQUITTED. 


(Continued From First Paggy 


corroborative testimony @nd some said 
they could not be clear as to reason- 
able doubt.” 

There are many in Boise who incline 
to the opinion that a controlling influ- 
ence with the jury was their disbelief 
of Orchard. Haywood's counsel in all 
of their arguments heaped abuse upon 
Orchard and told of the general con- 
tempt in which all classes held such 
aman as he. 

The attorneys played up the proba- 
bility that Orchard had been prom- 
ised immunity by some one connected 
with the proseéution and called atten- 
tion to the fact that he had  bedn 
treated with the greatest consideration 
by the penitentiary officials since his 
confession was made to a Pinkerton 
detective. Judge Woed, in his charge 
warned the jury to view Orchard’s 
testimony with great caution and as 
a test of the corroborating evidence 
suggested that the story told by Or- 
chard be laid aside and the remainder 
of the evidence viewed in that light. 
It was not necessary, he added, that 
the corroborating evidence should 
prove every point. | 

PREJUDICED AT ORCHARD. 

In the days of jury selection a vein 
of prejudice against Orchard was un- 
covered unexpectedly when the trial 
panel was more than half completed. 
One of the proposed jurymen volun- 
teered as an excuse the information 
that he would not, could not, belleve 
Orchard under any circumstances. This 
was a cause for his challenge and re- 
moval, and thérefore the attorneys for 
the State inquired carefully into the 
matter of antipathy to a. confessing 
witness. 

When the jurors retired yesterday 
morning shortly after 11 o'clock, they 
proceeded to the election of a foreman. 
Thomas B. Geass, No. 1, being selected. 
Then came the first formal ballot which 
resulted: 

“Not guilty, $- guilty, 2; ‘biank, 2.” 

The biank bailots were cast by Fore- 
man Gess and A. P. Burns, both farm- 
era. The second vote was 9% to 3, Gess 
going over to the majority. Burns joined 
in, making it 10 to 2. Here the jury re- 
mains at a deadjock for twelve hours, 
the two men insisting upon cenviction 
in some degree, being Thomas Powel) 
and Samuel D. Gilman, ranchers. The 
jurors in favor of acquittal took turn 
in arguing with the recalcitrants. Onc» 
during the long debate as the doors of 
the jury room stood open Mr. Powell 
could be seen seated at the table peer- 
ing over a copy of Judge Wood's in- 
structions. At 3:30 a.m., he succumbed 
and then all the jurymen turned in 
for a nap. It was a little after 6 
o'clock when Juror Gilman was aroused 
with the announcement that another 
vote was about to be taken. 

LEFT ALONE, GIVES IN. 
“Well,” he said, “if anybody would 
stick with me,-I woul@ stay here as 
long as any of the rest of you, but as 
I am alone I fall in with your wishes.”

Judge W 
took his place on the bench at 7:54 
o'clock and four minutes later the 
tired, bedraggied, worn-out jurors filed 
in. Haywood sat with his right elbow 
hung over the high back of his arm 
chair—a characteristic attitude. 

As the clerk began to call the roll the 
silence in the big courtroom was pain- 
full. The tick of the clock on the wall 
sounded like blows from a sledge. Then 
came the voice of Judge Wood, asking: 

“Gentlemen of the jury, have you

Haywood turned his single eye upon 
the twelve men. 

“We have.” came the response from 
Foreman Gess, who handed a plain

Then came the congratulations of 
Haywood in the midst of which Judge

“The defendant will be discharged 
and the jury dismissed for the term.” 

Attorney Richardson was on his feet. 
“Would your honor pérmit,”* he began, 
but changing his mind, sat down with 
the gentence unfinished. It was an- 
nounced later that Haywood had de- 
sired to make a speech to the jurors 
but had finally contented himeelf with 
expressing his thanks personally to 
each one.

Civic Federation Committee Investi- 


gates Operation 


Owned Utilities, and Finds System 
Good in Some Cases, Bad in Others.

N THE general broad subject of mupicipalization, the committee 

reports that the general expediency of either private or public 

ownership is a question that must be determined by each munici- 
pality in the light of local conditions. 

What may be possible in one locality may not be in another. 

In some cities the compafiies may serve the public so as to create 
no dissatisfaction, and nothing might be gained by experimenting with 


municipal ownership. 


Again, the government of one city may be good and capable of 
taking charge of these public utilities, while in another it may be the 


In either case, the people must remember that it requires a large 
class of able men as city officials to look after these matters. They 
must also remember that municipa) ownership will create a large 
class of employees who may have more or less political influence. 


NEW. YORK, July 28—The final re- 
port of conclusions of the Com- 
mittee Investigation of the Na+ 
tional Civic Federation Commission 
on Public Ownership and Operation 
was given to the publf& today. 

This committee, of which Melville BP. 
Ingalis, chairman board of directors 
Big Four Railroad, is chairman, made 
@ thorough investigation of municipal 
and private workings of gas, electric 
light, water and street railway plants, 
beth in the United States and Bng- 
land. It is worthy of note that of 
the committeemen, all but one, Walton 
Clark of Philadelphia, who presents a 
separate paper giving his views, sign 
the report. Charlies L. Edgar of Bos- 
ton and W. J. Clark of New York 
present a statement of minor excep- 
tions. 


The committee is unusually repre- 
sentative in character, being made up 
of representatives of business interests, 
labor leaders, college professors and 

ts. The conclusions reached 
give in detail the opinions of the com- 
mittee on all the various questions con- 
nected with the public ownership prob- 
lem, and present a number of prac- 
tical and important r endations 
on the subject.

COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

The report made public today by 
Mr. Moffett, the secretary, says: 

“It is difficult to give positive an- 
swers of universal] application to the 
questions arising as to the success or 
failure of munictpal ownership as com- 
pared with private ownership. The lo- 
cal conditions affecting particular 
plants are in many cases so peculiar 
as to make a satisfactory comparison 
impossible, and it is very difficult to 
estimate the allowance that should be 
made for these local conditions. For 
instance; in making deductions from 
the financial conditions of Wheeling, 
as affected by its gas plant, as m- 
pared with those of Atlanta and Nor- 
folk with their private plants, allow- 
ance must be made for the presence 
of natural gas in Wheeling. Again, in 
comparing the public waterworks of 
Syracuse with the private waterworks 

Indianapolis from the point of view 
the success or failure of municipal 
operation, geographical conditions 
must be taken into consideration. The 
situation at Syracuse is extremely fav- 
orable to the establishment of an ef- 
ficient plant with comparaticely little 
effort on the part of ite management. 
At Indianapolis the conditions are un- 
favorable. In Syracuse the water flows 
to the city by gravity; in Indianapolis 
it must be pumped. So we might go 
through the various cities here and 
that have been visited and 
show that the results were affected 
favorably or unfavorably by special 
conditions applicable to each city 

“Further, the difficulty of reaching 
satisfactory results by the compara- 
tive method is not confined to special 
or local conditions. It is true, as well, 
of much broader questions. Thus any 
attempt to compare municipal with 

rivate electric light plants tn the 

Inited States— would be fruitless if 
allowance were not made for the fact 
that in most cases such municipal 
plants are confined to street lighting 
and may not do commercial business. 
Allowance must be made also for the 
fact that many municipal plants have 
had a etruggic to exist in the face 
of unsympathetic public opinion. Again, 
in England -considertaion must be 
given to the fact that the municipal 
electric Hght and street railway plants 
have permanent rights, while the rights 
of the private compani operating 
these particular utilities are limited as 
to the length of their existence, many 


street rafiway franchises expiring 
twenty-one years after they were 
granted. 


FIND CONDITIONS DIFFERENT. 

“Finally, not only must tt be borne 
in mind that the social and political 
conditions which characterize the two 
countries find expression in their pri- 
vate and public systems, but we must 
consider the difference in the nature 
of the two peoples which causes them 
adopt different ideas and views as 
to the expediency of certain things. 
In other words, a measure of success 
fin the municipal management of pub-

lic utitlities in England should not be 
regarded as necessarily indicating that 
the municipal management of the 
utilities in this country would be fol- 
lowed by a like measure of success. 
Conditions are quite different in the 
two countries. 

“There are some general principles 
which we wish to present as practic- 
ally the unanimous sentiment of our 
committee, 

“First, we wish to emphasize the fact 
that the public utilities studied are so 
constituted that it is impossible for 
them to be ted by competition. 
Therefore, they must be controlled and 
regulated by the government; Gr they 
must be left to do as they please; or 
they must be operated by the public. 
There is no other course. None of us 
is in favor of leaving them to their own 
will, and the question is whether it is 
better to regulate or to operate. 

“There are no particular reasons 
why the financial results from private 
or public operation should be different 
if the conditions are the same. In 
each case it is a question of the proper 
man in charge of the business and of 
local conditions. 

“We are of the opinion that a public 
utility which concerns the health of 
the citizens should not be left to in- 
dividuals, where the temptation of 
profit might produce disastrous results, 
and, therefore, it is our judgment that 
undertakings in which the sanitary 
motive largely enters should be op- 
erated by the public. 

“We have come to the conclusion that 
municipal ownership of public utilities 
should not be extended toe revenue- 
producing industries which do not in- 
volve public health, the public 
public transportation, or the 
permanent occupation of public streets 
or grounds, and that —o opera- 
tion should not be underta solely 
for profit. 


RIGHT TO PURCHASE. ~~~} 

“We are also of the opinion that afl’ 
future grants to private companies for 
the Construction and. operation of pub- 
lic utilities should terminable after 
a certain fixed period, and that mean- 
while cities should have the right to 
purchase the property for operation, 
lease or sale, paying its fair value. 

“To carry out these recommenda- 
tions effectively and to protect the 
rights of the people, we recommend 
that the various States should give to 
their municipalities the authority, up- 
on popular vote under reasonable reg- 
ulations, 
utilities, or to build and lease the 
same, or to take over works already 
In no other way can the 
people be put upon a fair trading basis 
and obtain from the individual com- 
peas such righis as they ought to 

ve. We believe that this provision 
will tend to make it to the enlightened 
self-interest of the public utility com- 
panies to furnish adequate service up- 
on fair terms, and to this extent will 
tend to render it unnecessary for the 
public to take over the existing utill- 
ties or to acquire new ones. 

“Furthermore, we recommend that 
provision be made for a competent 
public authority. with power to re- 
quire for all public utilities a uniform 
system of records and accounts, giving 
all financial data and all information 
concerning the quality of service and 
the cost thereof, which data shall be 
published and distributed to the public 
like other official reports, and also that 
no stock or bonds for public utilities 
shall be issued without the approval 
of some competent public authority. 

“We also recommend the consdera- 
tion of ‘the siding scale.” which has 
proved successful in some cases in 
England with reference to gas and 
has been adopted in Boston. By this 
plan the authorized capitalization is 
settled by official] investigation, and a 
standard rate of dividend is fixed. 
which may be increased only when the 
price of gas has been reduced. The 
subway contracts and their operation 
in Boston and New York ere also en- 
titled to full consideration. 

“In case the management of public 
utilities is left with private companies, 
the public should retain in all cases 
an interest In the growth and profits 
of the future, either by a share of the 
profits or a reduction of the charges, 
the latter being preferable as it inures 
to the benefit of those who use the 
utilities, while a share of the profits 
benefits the taxpayers. 

CONCLUSIONS REACHPD. 

“Our investigations teach us that no 
municipal operation is likely to be 
highly successful that does not pro- 
vide for: 

“First—An executive manager with 
full responsibility, holding his position 
during good behavior. 

“Seconhd—Exclusion of political influ- 
ence and personal favoritism from the 
management of the undertaking. 

“Third—Separation of the finances of 
the undertaking from those of the rest 
of the city. 

“Fourth—Exemption from the debt 
limit of the necessary bond issues for 
revenue-producing utilties, which shall 
be a first charge upon the property and 
revenues of such undertaking. 

“We wish to bring to your considera. 
tion the danger here in the United 
States of turning over these public 
utilities to the present government of 
some of qur cities. Some, we know, 
are well o}verned and the situation on 
the whole seems to be improving, but 
they are not up to the government of 
British cities. We found in England 
and Scotiand a high type of municipal 
government, which is the result of 
many years of struggle and improve- 
ment. Business men seem to take a 
pride in serving as city councillors or 
aldermen, and the government of such 
cities as Glasgow, Manchester, Bir 
mingham and others includes many of 
the best citizens of the city. These 
conditions are distinctly favorable to 
municipal operation. 


“In the United States, as is well 
known, there are many cities not in 
such a favorable condition. It Is 


charged that the political activity of 


to build and operate public | 


many inetances been responsible tor | 
the unwillingness or inability of Amer- 
ican cities to secure a higher type of 
public service. This charge we believe | 
to be true. However, there seems to 
be an idea with many people that the 
mere taking by the city of all its pub- 
lic utilities for municipal operation will 
at once result in ideal municipal gov- 
ermment through the very necessity of 
putting honest and competent citizens 
in charge. While an increase in the 
number and importance of municipal 
functions may have a tendency to in- 
duce men of a higher type to become 
public officials, we do not believe that 
this of itself will accomplish munici- 
pal reform. We are unable to recom- 
mend municipal] ownership as a politi- 
cal panacea. 

“In many cases in the United States 
the people have heedlessly given away 
their rights and reserved no sufficient 
power of control or regulation, and 
we believe that qerruption of public 
servants has sprung, in large measure, 
from this condition of things, With 
the regulations that we have advised, 
with the publication of accounts and 
records and systematic control, the 
danger of corruption of public officials 
is very much reduced.” 

FINAL SUMMING UP. 

The committee sums up its mere 
important conclusions as follows: 

“Public utilities, whether in public 
or private hands, are best conducted 
under a system of legalized and regu- 
lated monopoly. 

“Public utilities In which the sant- 
tary motive largely enters should be 
operated by the public. 

“The success of municipal operation 
of public utilities depends upon the 
existence in the city of a high capac- 
ity for municipal government. 

“Frachise grants to private 
ations should be terminable a 
fixed period and meanwhile subject to 
purchase at a fair value. 

“Municipalities should have the pow- 
er to enter the field of munici own- 
ership upon popular vote er reas- 
onable regulation. 

“Private companies operating public 
utilities should be subject to public 
regulation and examination under a 
system of uniform records and ac- 
counts and of full pubilcity.”

“We dissent from this conclusion as 
having .been proved by our investiga- 
tion. In our opinion, privately oper- 
ated water systems were, especially 
/as regards their consideration for the 
public health, as properly and success- 
fully managed as the publicly operated 
water systems. 

“Third—The report says: 

“*We have come to the conclusions 
that municipal ownership of public 
utilities should not be extended to rev- 
enue-producing tdustries which do not 
involve the public health, the public 
safety, public transportation, or the 
permanent occupation of public streets 
or grounds, and that municipal opera- 
tion should not be solely for profit.’ 

“This sentence is so drawn that to 
a casual reader it implies that the 
opposite is advisable. From this we 
strongly dissent. 

“Fourth—The report says: 

carry out these recommenda- 
tions effectively and to prot the 
rights of the people, we reco end 
that the various States should give to 
their municipalities the authority, upon 
popular vote under reasonable regula- 
tions, etc.’ 

“The words ‘under reasonable regu- 
lations’ were put into the report at the 
Suggestion of Charlies L. Bdgar, and 
were intended by him to mean such 
regulations as would compel deliberate 
consideration not only by the people, 
but by their representatives, and 
would consequently prevent the super- 
ficial attractiveness of the scheme 
from over-riding the ‘sober second 
thought’ of the people. We strongly 
dissent from any definition of ‘regula- 
tions’ which does not cover these 
points. 

“Fiftth—The second and fifth conclu- 
sions in the latter part of the report, 
being merely repetitions of previous 
statements, are of course subject to 
the same dissents.” 

MR. CLARK FILES PAPER. 

Walton Clark, third vice-president of 
the United Gas Improvement Company, 
in a separate paper, sets forth his 
agreement with the other members of 
the committee that ‘“‘companies en- 
trused with franchises and charters for 
the operation of so-called public serv- 
ice industries should be subject to reg- 
ulation.” He dissents, however, from 
the statement of the committee re- 
garding waterworks, saying: 

“Recognizing the almost supreme 
importance of an adequate and cheap 
supply of pure water, 1 dissent from 
one of the recommendations of my as- 
sociates, in effect that water works 
should be operated by public bodies. I 
dissent for the reason that my study

Mr. Clark de- 
clares, “that the prescribed re y for 
any ill should be a worse ill. and I 


cannot recommend that a municipality 
suffering, or believing that it suffers, 
under public administration of a pub- 
lic utility, should be given the right to 
engage in the operation of such utility 
for iteelf, without such a course of 
procedure as will make sure that the

on this only.” 

Mr. Clark dissents from the opinion 
that a city should have the right to 
purchase at its option the property of 
public service corporations for opera- 
tien, lease or sale. He bass his oppo- 
sition on the belief that it is practical- 
ly impossible to secure private funds 
for investment in an enterprise subject 
to purchase by a municipality, at any 
date to be selected by the municipality, 
and because he believes that the tm- 
possibility of so securing private tn- 
vestment may, and often will, work a 
social harm to a community. 

WANTS BETTER REGULATION. 
“I believe in State regulation and 
protection of public service compa- 
nies,”’ Mr. Clark continues. “I do not 
understand that your committee was 
charged with @uty of recommend- 
ing to you & of regulation. I 
know that your committee made no 


special wtudy on this subject. There- 
fore 1 am not prepared to ‘wea any 
detailed plan of regulation. 

“Finally, regretting to be in any 


degree in conflict of opinion with my 
associates, 1 may stil) satisfy my sense 
of duty to my fellow-citizens and my 
sense of obligaton to you for the honor

BOISE VERDICT. 


Although it was generally sus- 

pected that there would be a disagree- 
ment of the jury in the Haywood case, 
the verdict of not guilty will not cause 
great surprise among those who have 
closely followed the proceedings. The 
jurors say they were influenced by the 
general tone of the judge's instructions 
as to_corroborative testimony and by 
the fact that the evidence, aside from 
Orchard’s story, was mostly circum- 
stantial and, as they deemed it, largely 
presumption. 
Nobody would hang a dog on the 
unsupported testimony of a decadent 
wretch like Orchard, although the 
persistent efforts of defendant's coun- 
sel could not shake him. The judge's 
charge was rather favorable to the 
prisoner, but his purpose seemed to 
‘go no further than to impress upon 
the minds of the jurors the impor- 
tance of eliminating every reasonable 
doubt from a conclusion of guilt. 
Whatever effect the result may have, 
it utterly dissipates the superheated 
and airy charges of the anarchists 
that the trial was merely a deep-laid 
plot on the part of capitalistic tyrants 
to punish Haywood whether guilty or 
not, because he represented “organ- 
ized labor.” If ever a man had a fair 
trial Haywood had one. A jury of rep- 
utable citizens decided, after hear- 
ing the evidence, that it was insuf- 
ficient to convict him. and that is the 
end of the case, so far as he is con- 
cerned.

‘Om BUSINESS FUTURE SURE. 

The most casual student of in- 
dustrial and financial affairs under- 
stands that present activity is lim- 
ited by two elements, the supply of 
money and the supply of labor. Both 
of these principal elements are em- 
ployed to their utmost limit. The 
largest business interests in the coun- 
try are in the market for money, run- 
ning in many instances Into millions 
and even tens of millions. Some of 
these corporations whose annual divi- 
dends vary from $10,000,000 to $109,- 
000,000 are the most pressed for en- 
larged capital to carry out their plans. 
It would astonish t not in close 
touch with business aQairs to know 
the great industrial concerns which 
are offering from 6 to 8 per cent. for 
money in these midsummer days. 

It is well understood that this de- 
mand for money is a direct outcome 
of the enormous activity prevailing in 
all industries. The two things go 
hand in hand. So long as industries 
are driven at such high pressure speed, 
just so long the pressing demand for 
money must exist and the financial 
resources of the country be strained, 
while unusually high interest rates 
must be maintained. It is less than 
ten years ago that leading financiers 
in eastern cities declarea, with great 
positiveness, that 4 per cent. money 
was a thing of the past. It is so, in 
a sense different from that in their 
minds. The savings banks of .the 
eastern cities reduced their interest on 
deposits generally to 2% and 3-per 
cent. They are giad to get money 
now at 4, and the strongest business 
interests of the country are unable to 
obtain money at even 5 per cent., and 
as remarked above, many of them are 
willing to pay 8 per cent. : 

This strain in financial circles will 
continue as long as our industrial ac- 
tivity prevails, and money will only 
be obtainable at lower interest when 
the demand for it becomes very much 
less than at present and funds begin 
to accumulate in the, banks. 

It is impossible to tell when this 
change in our affairs will come. But 
supposing it should come next year 
r sooner. What effect would it have 
our own local situation? Actual- 
ly the effect would be to stimulate in- 
dustrial activity among us. There are 
great plans all formulated by the lead- 
ing business men interested in this 
section for marvelous expansion if the 
money were only to be had at all at 
fair interest. These conditions ere 
will not change. These are not manu- 
facturing enterprises whose need for 
money will depend upon the demand 
for the finished product. The money 
neeied here is for uses that will not 
pass away. The rapid growth in popu- 
lation calis for expansion of rapid- 
transit accommodations. The railroad 


railways now building and projected 
in that vast territory of great virgin 
resources. So also will the coal depos- 
its of the Philippines in a few years. 
Evidently the world supremacy of the 
United States in coal production is 
fixed for all time within the limit of 
human vision. The fact that Pennsyl- 
vania’s total production in 1906 was 
worth $262,182,986, or 51.1 per cent. of 
the entire production of the United 
States, is due, of course, to the much 
higher value of anthracite, which ts 
produced almost exclusively in that 
State. It happened though that Penn- 
sylvania’s anthracite production § in 
1906 was 6,377,439 short tons of $9.,- 
961,306 value less than in 1906, but the 
State's soft coal production was larger 
by 10,850,036 short tons of $16,874,734 
value. 

It is interesting to learn that in 
1906 West Virginia passed Illinois and 
became the second coal-producing 
State of the Union, with a total of 
nearly 1,800,000 tons greater. This 
was due principally, says Mr. Parker, 
to the almost complete suspension of 
mining in Illinois (as in other States 
where lalbor-union forces were strong) 
during all of April and part of May. 
This gave West Virginia the opportu- 
nity for more active work and greater 
lresulte. West Virginia gained where 
Illinois lost, besides her own natural 
increase. 

Still, in Illinois, where the wage 
scale is most sharply contested, the 
1906 production exceeded that of 1905 
by 3,063,000 short tons. 

Indiana increaged 11,895,252 
short tons in 1905 to 12,084,281 In 196, 
Ohio from 25,552,950 to 27,729,843, and 
West Virginia from 37,791,589 to 43,- 
276.485, all short tons. Other coal- 
producing States showing increases 
in 1906, were Alabama, Colorado, Iowa, 
Kentucky, Maryland, Montana, New 
Mexico, Tennessee, Virginia, Washing- 
ton and Wyoming. Those showing de- 
creases were Arkansas, California, 
Georgia, Indian Territory, Kansas, 
Michigan, Missouri, North Carolina, 
Oregon and Texas. In Indian Terr- 
tory. Texas, California, Oregon and 
Arkansas, the lessened cwoal-produc- 
tions are due to the increased use of 
oll as fuel.

NEEDS BETTER | 


PROTECTION. 
What Fire Chief Lips Sens 
He Must Have Soon. 


New ‘Alarm System, New 
| Houses, Larger Hydrants. 


Asks Quarter of a Million 
from Finance Committee. 


In his estimate furnished the 
Finante Committee of the City Coun- 
cll, Chief Lips of the fire department 
has asked for the following improve- 
ments, in addition to the regular ap- 
propriation for the maintenance of 


that department: 


A manual fire alarm system, esti- 
mated cost, $70,000. 

Three-story fireproof central engine- 
house at Seventh and Figueroa 
streets, estimated cost, $35,000; second- 
class engine, cost $5000: aerial truck, 
$6000: combination wagon, $2500. 

Fire-engine-house site near High 
School, estimated cost, $6000; building, 
$15,000; engine, $5000; small truck, 
$3000; combination wagon, $2500. 

Engine-house near Winston’ and 
Main streets,. $60,000, including lot and 
building; engine—now under contract 
—$§6500; combination wagon, $2500. 

Engine-house near Santa f€ station. 
$25,000, including lot ani building: 
combination wagon, $2500; engine to 
be taken from another engine house. 

Engine-house at Forty-fourth and 
Main streets: city now owns lot; cost 
of buildingi $15,000; engine, $4800; com- 
bination wagon, $2500; truck, $2500. 


* Installation of double four-inch hy- | 


drants in business districts and addi- 
tional ordinary-size hydrants, esti- 
mated cost, $20,000. 

Total cost of these improvements to 
pe paid for out of this year’s budget 


$250,000. 

The: Finance Committee will be ur- 
gently asked to give its careful con- 
sideration to the increasing needs of 
the fire department, necessitated by 
the phenomenal growth of the city. 
The committee has been at work on 
the annual appropriations for some 
time. Inasmuch as the increased val- 
uation of property will give the city 
an increase of more than $500,000 in 
taxes over last year, Chief Lips be- 
lieves that this is a favorable oppor- 
tunity to present the claims of his 
department for permanent improve- 
ments. 

He thinks it ts absolutely necessary 
to have a central firc-engine-house. 
The city owns a lot at Seventh and 
Figueroa streets, admirably adapted 
for a ntral station. It lies close to 
the siness district, but is removed 
from the congtsted quarter. It is 
proposed to erect a three-story fire- 
proof building, to contain the best 
equipment of apparatus. On the third 
floor would be the headquarters for 
the proposed manual alarm system. 
This rings in the box alarm to_the 
operator, who immediately sends™he 
proper companies to the fire. The 
present system, while“adequate for a 
smal) city, is not considered suffitient 
for a city of the size of Los Angéies. 
From 140 to 170 alarms are now turned 
in every month. Every engine-house 
in the city gets the alarm and the 
men and horses are aroused unneces- 
sarily. By the manual system, this 
calling of companies not needed, will 
be obviated, and the number of boxes 
could be increased to any desired 
limit. 

This system is used In many progres 
sive cities, which have established @ 
record for sucegessful fire fighting. 

Chief Lips says another engine-house 
is urgently needed in the vicinity of 
Winston and Main streets. This is 
close to a congested business district, 
near to the business section. The plan 
is to equip this proposed engine-houre 
with an extra firet size engine. Chief 
Lips thinks this location would be idea! 
in dealing with downtown fires, where 
quick response to an alarm might 
mean the prevertion of a disastrous 


fire 
ed in 


Another engine-house need 
the vicinity of the High School build- 
ing. The California-street district has 
many apartment-houses, where a fire 
might mean loss of life. There is now 
no truck near that district. Owing to 
the steep grade, it is very difficult to 
get the big ladder truck from the Hill- 
street angine-house to the scene of 
fires in that district. The plan would 
be to build an engine-house and equip 
it with an engine and small truck. The 
nearest engine-house at present is lo- 
eated at Court and Hope streets, but 
there is no ladder truck there. 

A very important district is em- 
braced in the section surrounding the 
Santa Fé station. There are many 
manufactories, warehouses and whole- 
sale stores in that section 

A fire once under headway in that 
district means the loss of thousands 
of dollars. The firemen always dread 
to hear an alarm from the boxes in 
that section, for it generally means a 
big blaze. The plan as outlined by 
Chief Lips is to put an engine house 
in that locality, which now depends 
on the«company located at Fourth 
and Towne avenue. 

It is betieved an engine-house should 
be erected on a lot the city owns at 
Twenty-fourth and Main streets. This 
is in a rapidly-growing section, at 
present without fire protection. The 
nearest company is stationed at Twen- 
ty-fourth street and Maple avenue, 
entailing too long a run to the dis- 
trict referred to. 

Probably the most important im- 
provement desired is the installation 
of larger hydrants in the district 
bounded by the Plaza, Alameda, Ninth 
and Hill streets. , Many times it has 
been observed that the firemen have 
had great difficulty in fighting a stub- 
born blaze in the retail district be- 
cause of lack of water. The present 
hydrants are much too small for the 
big engines and the water tower. Whdt 
is needed is the kind with double 4- 
inch outlets such as are in use, in 
many of the other clites of the Coast 
With such outlets in operation, Chief 
Lips says the downtown fires could 
be fought in a vastly different man- 
ner than is the case today. In addi- 
tion to the change in outlets, it is 
planned to place about 150 more fire 
plugs along the business blocks. The 


|ematier size.plugs are all right for 


the engines of the second class. The 
more hydrants the less hose is required 


land the quicker the fireman can direct 
‘the streams on the blaze. 


The manual fire alarm system, est!- 
mated to cost about $70,900, would not 
be paid for until it was ready for use, 
a year hente. The other expenses could 
be met gradually as the engine-houses 
were and equipped. 


Insurance men say this city has 
outgrown Its present fire alarm svs- 
tem. and needs more engines, better 


pressure and more engine-houses for 
unprotected districts. Chief Lips says 
improvements he has asked Yor 


are absolutely necessary for the pro- 


‘tection of the city. One big fire would 


wipe out property values that would 
pay for all these proposed improve- 
ments twice over.
